In the second instalment of 
Metro’s city council candi¬ 
date roundup, we look at 
the incumbents who will be 
running to retain their seats 
this fall. 

Coun. Linda Sloan will seek 
her fourth term in Ward 1. 
The former nurse and provin¬ 
cial MLA is also president of 
the Alberta Urban Municipal¬ 
ities Association. 

Coun. Dave Loken has an¬ 
nounced his plans to run in 
Ward 3. Loken is just finish¬ 
ing his first term as council¬ 
lor for the area. 

Coun. Ed Gibbons will at¬ 
tempt to make it five terms 
in Ward 4. The council vet¬ 
eran has announced he will 
also seek to hold on to his 
seat in October. 

Coun. Tony Caterina will run 
for a third term in Ward 7. 
The former businessman was 
first elected in 2007 and held 
on to his seat in 2010. 

Coun. Ben Henderson will 
tiy to make it three terms on 
council with his run in Ward 
8. Henderson has repre¬ 
sented the area just south 
of the North Saskatchewan 
River since 2007. 

Coun. Bryan Anderson will 
attempt his sixth term in 
office with a run this fall in 
Ward 9. Anderson has been 
on council since 1998. Before 
that, he was a teacher and 
high-school basketball and 
football coach.

One year later: Redford’s 
amazing self-reinvention 



April 23,2012. A look 
back at the premier's 
sometimes tumultuous 
first year in office 


One year after Alison Redford 
won her first popular man¬ 
date, the Alberta premier re¬ 
members not only voting day, 
but also the uneasy feeling 
just before she dropped the 
writ. 

It was last March 26. Red- 
ford stood in her cabinet 
meeting room and realized 
she might not see it again. 

The Wildrose party was 
surging in popularity and 
Peter Watson — the govern¬ 
ment’s senior civil servant 
— had parting words for his 
boss. 

“He said to me, ‘Premier, I 
want you to know that we’re 
now preparing transition 
binders (in case a new polit¬ 
ical party formed the govern¬ 
ment). I don’t want to have 
to tell you that, but we are 
preparing transition binders. 
That’s our responsibility,”’ 
Redford recalled. 

She said she signed off on a 
couple of orders, thanked her 
team, walked out, dissolved 
the legislature and hit the 
hustings. 

The Tories started the elec¬ 
tion from behind, reeling 
from scandals over health 
care and a legislature commit¬ 
tee getting paid handsomely 
for not meeting at all. 

Four weeks later, on April 
23, a bone-tired Redford 
sat with 10 other aides and 
friends in a suite in Calgaiy’s 
Westin Hotel to watch the re¬ 
sults come in. 

The key battleground of 
Calgaiy went mainly Toiy 


and, provincewide, Redford’s 
team captured 61 seats to 17 
for the Wildrose. 

Observers are split on 
whether Albertans voted Toiy 
or ran from the Wildrose, a 
fellow right-centre party, but 
one that stresses fiscal auster¬ 
ity, balanced budgets and lim¬ 
ited government. 

The Wildrose slipped on 
the racist, homophobic views 
of a couple of candidates and 
vacillated on climate change, 
saying the science isn’t set¬ 
tled. 

“I think we had a few self- 
inflicted wounds,” Wildrose 
Leader Danielle Smith told 
supporters while conceding 
defeat on election night. 

In the months that fol¬ 
lowed, Redford could say the 


same thing. 

Smith promised effective 
opposition and in last fall’s 
legislature sitting, her caucus 
delivered a devastating day in, 
day out attack on the Tories. 

As the crises mounted 
in the fall sitting, Redford’s 
team hit the bunker. Over the 
Christmas holidays, sweeping 
changes came to her com¬ 
munications office. 

As the new year dawned, 
the team unwrapped Alison 
2.0. She became the cham¬ 
pion of the Keystone XL pipe¬ 
line, the stateswoman jetting 
to Washington to lobby deci¬ 
sion makers. 

She relaxed with the 
media. When a new countiy 
radio station went on the air, 
she was the first to call in and 


request her favourite song 
(Brad Paisley’s Welcome to 
the Future). 

She didn’t clean house, but 
she did tidy it up. 

Deputy Premier Thomas 
Lulcaszulc, dismissed as a chi¬ 
huahua attack dog with no 
portfolio power base, was 
handed the advanced educa¬ 
tion remit. 

Every feel-good govern¬ 
ment announcement has the 
premier sliding in. She was 
at the podium when they an¬ 
nounced a new contract for 
teachers, a new deal for doc¬ 
tors, a new framework with 
the Metis, a new social policy 
framework and so on. 

The Wildrose bark still has 
bite, but the Tories are off the

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U of A. Students fear hike in non-instructional fees 



Tuition may be frozen, but 
Edmonton students are wor¬ 
ried potential increases in non- 
instructional fees will mean 
they’ll be paying more for less 
next school year, like their 
counterparts in Calgaiy. 

While officials re-announced 
a provincewide tuition freeze 
on Thursday, both Mount Royal 
University and the University of 
Calgaiy are increasing service 
fees for students. 

Petros Kusmu, the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta Students’ Union’s 


vice-president external, says 
he’s concerned his school will 
do the same. 

“While it’s nice to see a tu¬ 
ition freeze in place, we’re see¬ 
ing schools increase fees, which 
makes the total cost of getting 
an education more expensive at 
the end of the day,” Kusmu said 
on Sunday. 

At the University of Cal- 
gaiy, service fees will rise to 
$450 per year in 2013-14, from 
$300. Mount Royal University 
students will have to pay a new 


$240-per-year fee next school 
year. 

At Thursday’s press confer¬ 
ence, Advanced Education Min¬ 
ister Thomas Lulcaszulc said he 
has urged administrators and 
students’ unions to refrain from 
increasing non-instructional 
fees. 

“We can only regulate tu¬ 
ition and inflationaiy costs of 
tuition,” he said. “Non-curricu- 
lar fees ... are not regulated by 
government of Alberta.”

Other projects may 
hinge on arena deal 



CRL. $320M in other 
city initiatives identified 
for levy funding 


If the deal for a downtown 
arena fails to get finalized, 
$320 million in other down¬ 
town projects could go with 
it. 

A report going to coun¬ 
cil this week identifies the 
other projects the city would 
fund with money from the 
proposed community revital¬ 
ization levy (CRL) that is at¬ 
tached to the arena deal. 

Among CRL-supported 
projects would be the up¬ 
grades to Jasper Avenue, 
a downtown park and up¬ 
grades to Churchill Square. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi says 
some of the projects are im¬ 
portant to creating a vibrant 
downtown. 

“Some of these projects 
are critical, especially if we 
want to encourage more

people to live downtown. 
You have to have downtown 


amenities such as green 
spaces and the park,” said 
Sohi. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte says 
even with an arena deal, it is 
important to remember the 
CRL revenue would be un¬ 
predictable. 

“It is not like a guaran¬ 
teed cheque. It is still some¬ 
thing of a gamble,” he said. 

The city has estimated the 
CRL would be worth an addi¬ 


tional $612 million in prop¬ 
erty taxes to the city. Not all 
of that money is committed 
to projects, but both coun¬ 
cillors say they don’t favour 
putting any more into the 
arena to close the $ 55-mil- 
lion funding gap. 

“My view is still that the 
other partner has not put 
in enough money. That is 
where I would look first,” 
said Diotte.

Frank Smyth said 
he wasn’t trying to be a hero 
when he tried relentlessly to 
join the army two weeks after 
his 17th birthday, only to be 
turned away due to his age. 

“Even though I kept paying 
people with bottles of booze 
to change my records, I kept 
getting caught,” the Korean 
war veteran told Metro during 
an interview Saturday. “Some¬ 
one said, ‘Well, why did you 
want to go?’ It’s because that’s 
where all my buddies were go¬ 
ing.” 

Smyth is one of 36 Korean 
War veterans flying to South 
Korea — some for the first 
time since the armistice was 
signed in 1953 — who were 
gathered in Vancouver ahead 
of the trip. 

Smyth finally arrived in 
Korea to support his friends 
after the armistice as a military 
policeman patrolling the DMZ

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Serbia’s ruling parties vow 
to back deal with Kosovo 


Protests Agreement 
triggers outrage 
among nationalists; 
hundreds demand 
ouster of government 


Serbia’s ruling parties 
pledged Sunday to support a 
landmark agreement to nor¬ 
malize relations with former 
province Kosovo that could 
end years of tensions and put 
both states on a path to Euro¬ 
pean Union membership. 

Kosovo, considered by na¬ 


tionalists to be the medieval 
cradle of the Serbian state 
and religion, declared in¬ 
dependence in 2008. Belgrade 
has pledged never to recog¬ 
nize the secession. 

The EU brokered the ten¬ 
tative deal in Brussels on Fri¬ 
day in talks with the prime 


ministers of Serbia and Kos¬ 
ovo. The agreement would 
give Kosovo’s ethnic Alban¬ 
ian leadership authority over 
rebel Kosovo Serbs. In return, 
the minority Serbs would get 
wide autonomy within Kos¬ 
ovo.

Walk-through. A final 
inspection of the house 
you are going to buy is 
well worth the effort 



Your offer to purchase has 
been accepted and the bank 
has approved your mortgage 
loan. 

But before you sign your 
mortgage documents and 
your lawyer advances the 
funds, it’s important to have a 
final walk-through a few days 
before closing (realtor.ca rec¬ 
ommends 48 hours prior). 

A final walk-through is 
not a home inspection nor is 
it another opportunity to ne¬ 
gotiate further with the seller 
or new-home builder. The pri¬ 
mary purpose is to ensure the 
property is in the condition in 
which you agreed to purchase 
it. 

When you arrive at the 
property with your realtor or 
new-home builder, it’s critical 
you put all excitement aside 
and examine your home care¬ 
fully and objectively. 

Take your offer to purchase 
with you and review the list 


of items you asked to remain. 
For example, if you negoti¬ 
ated to include the home elec¬ 
tronic system and appliances, 
check that what remains is 
indeed what you negotiated 
for and that it hasn’t been 


swapped with something else. 

On the flip side, if you had 
negotiated for items to be re¬ 
moved like debris from the 
yard, ensure that it’s gone. 

If your home inspector 
suggested repairs, mainten¬ 


ance or replacement of cer¬ 
tain items, and you negotiat¬ 
ed with the seller to complete 
those tasks, check that it’s 
done. Test the following addi¬ 
tional items: 

• Turn on all lights and fix¬ 


When I took possession of 
my inner-city condo in last 
June, I was surprised at how 
much work was involved in 
changing my address, setting 
up utilities and arranging for 
tax payments.

• The seller can be of 
tremendous help in the 
final walk-through.

However, it’s 
important that you get 
some time alone with¬ 
out the seller so you can 
take time and objectively 
evaluate the condition 
of the property.

Though you are probably 
running around frantically 
trying to close your deal, don’t 
miss your final walk-through. 
It’s your last opportunity to 
ensure you are getting what 
you have paid for.

RE: BPA In Most Canadians’ Urine, 
Effects Unknown, published April 
17 

In the piece, bisphenol A or BPA is 
identified as being found in plastic 
"food and beverage containers." 

Within the context of beverage 
containers used to package bottled 
water and other non-alcoholic 
consumer beverages, this statement 
requires clarification. 

BPA is not used in the produc¬ 
tion of PET plastic-based beverage 
containers, which have been in use 
by the Canadian beverage industry 
for more than 25 years. 

According to Health Canada, 


BPA is used to "make a hard, clear 
plastic known as polycarbonate, 
which is used in many consumer 
products, including reusable water 
bottles and baby bottles. It is also 
found in epoxy resins, which act 
as a protective lining on the inside 
of metal-based food and beverage 
cans." 

Health Canada further states 
that "current research tells us the 
general public need not be con¬ 
cerned. In general, most Canadians 
are exposed to very Low levels of 
bisphenol A, therefore, it does not 
pose a health risk."

Talking life: 


Interview. Metro's 
special guests talk about 
fathers and sons, girls 
and Jada, Bieber and 
hip hop, and why Jaden 
won’t party

“Will’s here,” says an assist¬ 
ant. 

No kidding. His laugh — 
familiar from 100 episodes of 
Fresh Prince — booms across 
the Hollywood soundstage as 
he arrives to meet me. 

Despite being the single 
biggest star on the planet, 
with a net worth of $200 mil¬ 
lion, Smith still comes off as 
happy-go-lucky — and happy 
to laugh at his own jokes. 

His son, Jaden, follows be¬ 
hind, serious, yet gracious. A 
box-office draw in his own 
right, after The Karate Kid, 
the 14-year-old toplines their 
new film After Earth, set 
1,000 years into the future. 

In it, Jaden’s character 
braves a planet overgrown by 
wild creatures to save his in¬ 
jured father, played by Smith. 

In an intimate, hour-long 
chat, the two discussed work¬ 
ing together, Jaden’s musical 
style and the inevitable: life 
with mom. 

That very week, Jada Pin- 
lcett Smith posted a Face- 
book missive, clarifying ear¬ 
lier statements about her and 
Will’s “open relationship,” 
calling it instead a “grown 
relationship.” 

Smith talked about that as 
best he could, given that his 
young son sat right there. 

You guys work together, 
live together — but online, 

I see videos of Jaden skate¬ 
boarding, talking about 
girls— 

Jaden: Um-hmm. Um-hmm. 

So I wondered— 

Will: Wait. (To Jaden) You be 
talking about girls a whole 
lot? 

Jaden: In interviews, Dad. 
About them. I’m not online, 
like, “Hey, girls, hello!” 
(Mimes taking a photo of 
himself) Tweet! 

Will, how aware are you of 
what Jaden’s doing?

Will: (To Jaden) What do 
you see as the purpose and 
point? So you’re not going 
out and partying — what’s 
the purpose, what’s the 
point, what are you doing? 

Jaden: It’s not like I don’t 
want to go to parties be¬ 
cause I need to study and go 
to college; I just don’t wanna 
go. If they’re gonna play 
house music, I’m maybe 
interested, but if it’s some 
random place and they’re 
playing Walca Floclca Flame... 

You’re anti-generic. 

Jaden: Exactly. 


Will, how and when did 
you and Jada decide Jaden 
could handle a full-fledged 
movie career? 

Will: You can never be 
certain. You have an idea. 
You can feel your kids, but 
until the things in their 
lives start to unfold and the 
things they cause begin to 
have effects, you can never 
totally see. But we felt that 
because they were choos¬ 
ing a business that we were 
both successful in, then at 
a minimum, we could give 
good advice. 

You used the phrase “they 
were choosing” but did 
they choose? Jaden, you 
were going to the red 
carpet when you were in 
diapers. 

Jaden: It was not going to 
the red carpet so people 
could see us, it was going to 
the red carpet because we 


had free tickets. 

Will: That’s what our life was. 
The family has a movie so 
they’re going. 

Jaden: It started with, our 
mom is going to the red car¬ 
pet, she doesn’t want to leave 
us with somebody so she’s 
going to bring us. Then it got 
to us walking. And then it got 
to us starring in movies. 

Jaden, your music is trippy. 
It’s far from Will’s feel-good 
beats. Is that consciously 
your own thing? 

Jaden: I mean, people are 
already telling me I look like 
him, that I talk and walk like 
him.

I’m gonna read you a Shake¬ 
spearean sonnet real quick, 
here I go.” (Both laugh) 

The funniest part to me is the 
music, the old school sound of 
the music that I have in some 
of my songs is like what his 
old school beats used to sound 
like. It’s just different. We’re 
the opposite, but similar in 
some ways. 

The DNA. 

Will: That’s my seed. Remem¬ 
ber where you came from. 

Jaden, would you produce 
Will’s album? 

Jaden: If you decided, like, 
“Alright Jaden, I’m serious, I 
want to make an album” — 

Will: Oh, if I was serious? 

Jaden: I mean, you have mov¬ 
ies to make. Businesses you 
want to start. You’re a busy 
man. 

Will: I see how it is. 

Jaden may be too big for 
you, Will. 

Will: I know, I know. He’s very 
serious and veiy focused and 
has a veiy rare combination 
of talent, desire, willingness 
and means. Which veiy, veiy 


rarely do those things come 
together and converge in the 
proper timing. So I’m excited 
to see what he decides to do 
with his life. 

Jaden, what happens when 
you’re 18 and Will kicks you 
out of the house.

Thirty years ago, in 1983, people 
didn’t surf the Internet or talk 
on cellphones. There was no 
space tourism and supermar¬ 
kets didn’t stock their shelves 
with genetically engineered 
food. Now look 30 years into 
the future. You’ll see yourself 
using performance-enhancing 
drugs, artificial limbs — and 
only speak to other humans in¬ 
frequently. 

“Evolution has come to an 
end,” says Rohit Talwar, CEO 
of forecasting company Fast 
Future. “Physically, we humans 
are not developing anymore, so 
in the future we’ll use all sorts of 
enhancement drugs to improve 
our abilities — for example, our 
cognition. Up to 90 per cent 
of university students already 
admit to using cognition-aiding 
substances.” 

In other words, we’ll try to 
make ourselves smarter — and 
more successful in school and 
at work — by taking drugs. And 
we’ll go about our smarter lives 
in better bodies. Futurists pre¬ 
dict widespread use of artificial 
limbs, which may function even 
better than our natural ones. 
“And most of us will have the 
equivalent of an external hard- 
drive,” predicts Talwar. “like 
computers, we’ll have memoiy 
in the cloud. And this is already 
happening, since cellphones es¬ 
sentially function like our exter¬ 
nal hard drives.” 

Indeed, technology will 
define our lives to a degree un¬ 
imaginable today. “You think 
cellphones dominate our lives 
today?” asks Dutch futurist Er¬ 
win Van Lun. “2043 will be in¬ 
comparable! Cellphones won’t 
even exist anymore. We’ll have 
a world where eveiy window is 
a cellphone and camera. People 
will communicate through 
these windows in a veiy nat¬ 
ural way, asking it about eveiy- 
thing from their bank account 
balance to philosophical ques¬ 
tions.” 

But there’s a darker side, 
too. “We’ll essentially be hots,” 
notes Josh Calder, founder of 
forecasting firm Foresight Al¬ 
liance. “Artificial intelligence 
will regulate eveiy aspect of our 


lives, including our social lives. 
Artificial systems will help us 
connect with others because 
they can tell us who’s like us. 
Of course, that’s what’s already 
happening on some dating web¬ 
sites.” The chance encounter, 
the love-at-first-sight romance 
will be histoiy as human inter¬ 
action is reduced to a minimum, 
a luxury even. And as humans 
become islands connected by AI 
systems, politics will be reduced 
to a micro-sphere—your neigh¬ 
bourhood — and the heaviest 
macro issues, like foreign policy. 

Perhaps even more wony- 
ingly, AI will put us out of work. 
“Because AI will be so pervasive, 
a large part of the workforce 
won’t be needed,” predicts 
Calder. “There’s nothing that 
isn’t partially doable by a hot. 
In order to avoid mass poverty, 
governments will have to pay 
all these people a stipend. Of 
course, if humans want other 
humans to perform a task, they 


can choose that option, even if 
it costs more. And humans will 
find work assisting AI systems. 
For example, any human can 
say, ‘I just saw a dog jumping 
through a hoop’. AI systems 
can’t do that easily.” 

And, even as they’re making 
us redundant in the workplace, 
AI systems will be watching 
over us. “You’ll be monitored 
24/7 by your phone and be told 
whether you’re having health 
issues, like a heart attack,” elab¬ 
orates Talwar. “That will drive 
health-care costs down because 
preventative care is cheaper.” 

Of course, a country can 
choose to minimize the role of 
AI. But it will do so at its own 
peril, as other countries steam 
ahead to Al-assisted economic 
success. Of course, these scenar¬ 
ios may not happen at all. The 
world could run out of energy, 
or there may not be enough 
money. 

But, futurists agree, AI is 


here to stay and run our lives. 
Being a servant to computers, 
using artificial limbs, depending 
on drugs for your mental out¬ 
put: what’s the point of putting 
children into such a world? 

“But by not having kids 
you’re just giving up on the fu¬ 
ture, because then the future 
will just be populated by the 
progeny of the oblivious,” re 
fleets Calder. “And while there 
may be aspects of the future 
that seem alarming to us, they 
will seem normal to our chil¬ 
dren. Humans are very resili¬ 
ent.”

Our survival on Earth ‘is in 
jeopardy,’ filmmaker says 


Revolution. Toronto’s 
Rob Stewart's latest film 
has humans in midst of 
another near extinction

To hear filmmaker Rob Stew¬ 
art tell it, global events like 
today’s Earth Day should be 
viewed more as grim remind¬ 
ers of the tough path ahead 
than as a celebration. 

“We’re in a really delicate 
situation right now where our 
survival is in jeopardy,” says 
the director. “We’ve got to do 
something fast.” 

The dire straits Stewart de¬ 
scribes take centre stage in the 
Toronto native’s latest film, 
Revolution, which lays ground¬ 
work of humanity’s survival 
plan for the next 100 years. 
“We follow life as a character 
through 3.5 billion years of 
evolution,” he says. “Five mass 
extinctions almost wiped life 
off the face of the planet cul¬ 


minating with humans in the 
midst of another one of these 
extinctions.” Escapist cinema 
this is not. 

Stewart, a wildlife photog¬ 
rapher turned environmental 
activist, recognizes that fear 
mongering isn’t the way to 
draw people to your cause — 
appealing to their humanity is. 
“We’ve got to get an emotional 
reaction out of the public so 
that they care about it,” he 
says. “We thought that follow¬ 
ing me around as a character 
would be a good way to do 
that.” 

The film opens with Stew¬ 
art on press junkets promot¬ 
ing Sharkwater, his debut film 
about shark finning. During 
this period he realized that 
all his efforts to save sharks 
would be in vain if their entire 
eco-system were to collapse. 
From there he details the ef¬ 
fects of ocean acidification as a 
result of over-consumption. By 
the time the credits roll, Stew¬ 
art is knee-deep in the fervent 
activist movement coalescing 
around efforts to stop the de¬ 
struction of the environment. 


Never a fan of politics, 
Stewart nevertheless sees ac¬ 
tivism as the place where aver¬ 
age Joes can make a difference. 
“If this was a spectator sport, 
we would have won already. 
But it’s not. We’re going down 
the tubes fast.” 

The list of problems facing 
our planet — climate change, 
ocean-acidification — and the 
factors that created this situa¬ 
tion, roll off Stewart’s tongue 
with ease. But he’s not all 
doom and gloom; his optimis¬ 
tic outlook is palpable, making 
him an ideal spokesperson for 
the cause. Yet it’s the younger 
generation who he’s banking 
on. 

“There’s an opportunity for 
kids to become heroes for the 
eco-systems that we love. And 
I think this generation is go¬ 
ing to make more heroes than 
ever before because we’re en¬ 
gaging in the biggest battle hu¬ 
manity’s ever been in,” he says. 

“It’s going to be wicked 
to see what happens and it’s 
going to call the best in hu¬ 
manity to the height of their 
potential.”

Take fabric swatches from baby’s bedding to a 
crafts store, and grab a mix of printed and solid 
papers in that colour family. 

Step 2 

Start building the tree at the part of the trunk 
where the limbs begin to branch off. Cut or tear 
the paper, making each branch the thickness 
and length you want. Apply the Mod Podge to 



the back of each piece with the paintbrush, 
and press the scrap against the wall. With this 
glue, the piece will be movable at first. 

Step 3 

As the limbs reach out and up, tear the paper 
thinner, just like on a real tree. Create the tree 
trunk with various-size scraps of paper 
using a collage technique. 

Step 4 

Stack some of the leftover paper and cut 
out simple leaves. Cluster them along the 
branches. You can adorn the tree with 
birds, butterflies or even rhinestones.

Step l 

When you design a space for a little one, 
chances are you’ll end up with leftover fab¬ 
ric. This project is a great way to use up those 
scraps. Lay the fabric on pieces of aluminum 
foil. Brush fabric stiffener onto the material 
and smooth out bubbles or wrinkles. Let diy 
completely, then peel off the foil. 

Step 2 

Sketch a lion or other animal onto a piece of 
paper and cut it out. Trace the shapes onto 
the back of the stiffened fabric. Cut out fabric 
shapes. The fabric stiffener will prevent the 
edges from unraveling. 

Step 3 

Cut a small scrap of cardboard smaller than 
the mirror. Punch two holes and tie a string 
through them. Glue the cardboard onto the 
back of the mirror. This will allow you to 
hang the fabric mirror when it’s finished. 
Step 4 

Cut a large circle inside the lion’s mane (or 
the face of your animal). Line up the mirror in 
the hole and glue it to the back of the fabric 
so the edges are hidden. Let eveiything diy 
completely, then hang.

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ACT FOR THE PLANET 


On April 22, more than six million Canadians will 
celebrate Earth Day by taking part in some type of 
event, project or activity. Some will join in a large 
public event, such as Victoria’s Earth Walk, Edmon¬ 
ton’s Earth Day Festival in Hawrelak Park, or the 
Waterways Clean-up in Oakville, Ont. Others will par¬ 
ticipate in smaller private events organized by schools, 
employee groups or community centres.

EDC’s efforts have earned it a string 
of awards from such groups as the Canadian Network 
for Environmental Education and Communication, and 
the Washington-based North American Association for 
Environmental Education. 

“The key to making progress on environmental 
issues is partnership,” says EDC president Jed Gold¬ 
berg. “We partner regularly with thousands of public- 
and private-sector organizations across the country. 
Being part of a larger team inspires people to act.” 

Act for the Planet, EDC’s primary campaign for 
2013, focuses on encouraging both groups and individ¬ 
uals to take specific, practical steps to reduce energy 
consumption and promote sustainability. A calendar 
lists tips and links; a dedicated Facebook page offers 
daily challenges and community discussions. The 
campaign also provides teachers and students with 
information and support. 

EDC’s Eco-Kids program combines partnership 
with outreach and education. The program provides a 
wealth of resources — including lesson plans, activity 
sheets and other handouts — to teachers. Along with

Job interviews are stress¬ 
ful at the best of times, but 
when you are new to Canada 
and still figuring your way 
around, those interviews 
can be downright scary. A 
lack of confidence about 
Canadian culture and cus¬ 
toms can make the inter¬ 
view process that much 
more challenging. 

“To help with the jit¬ 
ters, practise your interview 
skills beforehand,” advises 
Haris Blentic, manager of 
Dixon Hall Employment Ser¬ 
vices Centre in Toronto. 

Dixon Hall is a commun¬ 
ity agency that offers mock 
interviews so job seekers 
can review their speaking 
skills, body language and ap¬ 


proach to one of life’s most 
stressful scenarios. 

Check with your local 
employment office as more 
and more community agen¬ 
cies are offering mock inter¬ 
views, says Blentic. 

Here’s your game plan: 

Be on time 

Arriving late gets you a low 
score before you have taken 
off your coat. Account for 
travel time. If you can, do a 
test run in advance. Plan to 
arrive 10 minutes early. 

Prepare ahead 

Do some research online (at 
the libraiy or employment 
office) so you understand the 
job you are applying for and 
how to dress for success. If 
it’s an office job, you’ll need 
to wear the appropriate cloth¬ 
ing. 

If it’s a warehouse job and 
casual clothes such as jeans 
are acceptable, it’s still im¬ 
portant to look tidy. If you’re 
short on funds, there are or-

For the first time in nine 
years, the Monte Carlo 
Masters trophy belongs to 
someone other than Rafael 
Nadal. 

The Spaniard’s record 
reign at file clay-court tourna¬ 
ment finally ended Sunday 
as he lost 6-2, 7-6 (1) to top- 
ranked Novak Djokovic in 
the final.

His eight straight titles 
were an ATP record for one 
tournament. 

“I cannot be happier than 
I am in this moment know¬ 
ing what I’ve been through 
the whole week. Actually 
two weeks,” said Djokovic, 
who twisted his ankle two 
weeks ago playing for Serbia
